Hot Cross Buns 
I cup milk 
Va cup melted butter 
4 tbspns sugar 
Vt tsp. salt 
I egg 
I cake compressed yeast 
I tbspns. warm water 
? tsp. sugar 
Vz cup seedless raisins 
4 cups all purpose flour 
I egg white, slightly beaten 
Method: 
Scald 
m ilk; 
adc 
melted butter and 4 tbspns. sug 
ar. Cool. Break yeast into warm 
water and add 2 tsp. sugar. Let 
stand five minutes. Add to first 
mixture. 
Beat egg and add to 
all. 
Mix raisins rn a little of the 
flour until they are w ell coated 
Stir in flour and floured raisins 
Place dough in floured bowl— 
cover— and allow to rise in warm 
place. 
It should 
stand 
until 
dough is double in bulk. 
Then 
flour hands and shape 
dougl 
,nto small balls— about 2 inches 
— Brush each roil witn egg white 
before placing on buttered tin 
Allow rolls to stand in warm 
place until double in bulk. Then 
bake in preheated oven at 401 
degrees for 
15 minutes. 
Cool 
Make cross on top of each roll 
with white icing. 
Yield: 2 dozen rolls.

Robert Graham, dean 
of

University of Illinois College of 
Veterinary 
Medicine. 
Contracts 
totaling $1,150,000 have just been 
awarded by the University Board 
of Trustees for a new veterin­ 
ary building. 
“MORE 
THAN 
60 
discases, 
many of them extremely danger­ 
ous, can spread to man from in­ 
fected animals,” Dean Graham 
states. 
“And more than 15 
of 
these diseases occur in the mid­ 
west.” 
Some of the diseases include 
tuberculosis, brucellosis, 
rabies, 
sleeping sickness, tularemia, ery­ 
sipelas. leptospirosis, Q 
fever, 
•and milk sickness Milk sickness 
results from drinking mflk from 
cows that have eaten the poi­ 
sonous white snakeroot weed. 
When the Illinois veterinary 
students are graduated, they will 
be qualified to help farmers, city 
folks, physicians. 
and 
public 
health officials develop effective 
disease control measures. 
SIX YEARS of training arc re­ 
quired of veterinary students at 
tne University of Illinois. 
They 
must complete two 
years 
of 
pre-veterinarv training and four 
years of professional 
training 
before they can become veter­ 
inarians. 
Established at the University 
in 1944. the College of Veterin­ 
ary Medicine admitted classes of 
z-* students each in 1948

The first class will

on income tax 


It will pay many motorists to 
figure their tax 
by 
different 
methods before filing income re­ 
turns, Charles M. Hayes, presi­ 
dent of the Chicago Motor Club, 
said. 
If you are engaged in an oc­ 
cupation requiring the use 
of 
your car, you may be able to 
reduce your federal income tax 
by filing your return on 
long 
form 1040. according 
to 
Mr. 
Hayes. 
Motorists who use that form 
may deduct the following: 
1) Any expense of operating 
a car for business, including gas, 
oil, greasing, washing, parking, 
garage rent, toll charges, depre­ 
ciation, insurance and repairs. 
2) State and city auto license 
fees. 
3) State gasoline tax (Illinois 
3c per gallon; Indiana 4c per 
gallon.) 
4) Interest on automobile fin­ 
ancing. 
5) Drivers’ license fee. 
6) Losses due to fire, 
theft, 
storm or collision of automobile, 
to the extent they are not com­ 
pensated by insurance. 
HOWEVER, Hayes said, motor­ 
ists are not permitted to deduct: 
1) Federal gasoline tax. 
2) Federal taxes on tires, bat­ 
teries. parts, etc. 
3) Fines paid for traffic of­ 
fenses. 
4) Expenses of driving to and 
from work (classed as personal 
use of the car by 
government 
ruling.) 
5) Reimbursed expenses, un­ 
less the allowance is listed as 
income. 
6) Finance charges which are 
not “interest.” 
Those motorists who use their 
cars for both business and plea­ 
sure should divide 
their 
ex­ 
penses according to the percent­ 
age of each kind of driving. 
Depreciation may be figured 
by the “straight line" method, 
by which the cost of the car, 
less probable junk value, is writ­ 
ten off in equal amounts annu­ 
ally over the estimated life of 
the car. 
The total depreciation 
taken in this and previous 
re­ 
turns must not exceed the car’s 
full value. 


U. of I. producing 
cosmk rays 


When artificial 
cosmic 
rays 
14-billion times more 
concen­ 
trated than those showered upon 
the earth from outer space were 
produced by. the new 300-mill ion 
volt betatron at the University 
of Illinois a few days ago. 
the 
University stepped into the front 
rank as a center for studying the 
secrets of the atom. 
This tremendous intensity of 
such energy is 
twenty 
times 
greater than that from any oth­ 
er electron-accelerating machine 
in the world. 
The machine is a product 
of 
Prof. Donald W. Kerst. inventor 
of the betatron, and his 
asso­ 
ciates. 
Like the world’s first 
betatron which he built at the 


University IO years ago, it oper­ 
ated on the first application of 
power. 
His earlier models are 
being used for cancer treatment, 
in industry, and in atomic 
re­ 
search. 
With the new model the Uni­ 
versity’s scientists can reproduce 
in the laboratory cosmic ray phe­ 
nomena once observed only by 
sending balloons high into the 
heavens or by setting up instru­ 
ments on mountain tops. Fur­ 
ther, it produces these phenom­ 
ena in a far greater concentra­ 
tion than does nature itself. 
The 300-million volt betatron, 
like Kerst’s first little 2 
-mill­ 
ion volt machine of IO years ago, 
operated on the first try. 
It 
weighs 400 tons. 
Electrons are 
pushed by a big electromagnet 
around inside a vacuum tube 9 
feet in diameter. They spin 140,- 
000 times in 
four 
one-thous- 
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andths of a second, rushing at 
the speed of light.

that pupils of all other 
graded 
schools have today. 
THE BOND ISSUE 
is 
good 
business from a financial stand­ 
point. 
Regardless of the elec­ 
tion results Saturday, the school 
must be kept open. 
If 
voted 
down the school board 
would 
have to issue tax w arrants — a 
relict 
of 
the 
1930 
depression 
days. 
The extra interest 
cost 
would have to be passed on to 
the taxpayers as a probable six 
percent rate, compared to 
the 
3Vz% which the bonds author- 


1ZC. 
In order that the residents of 
the district may know exactly 
“w hat is w hat,” Paddock Publi­ 
cations asked 
the school offi­ 
cials to lay all their cards on the 
table. 
They have done so. 
As they 
reviewed the entire problem fac­ 
ing the school district they said: 
“We, as a school board, have en­ 
deavored to handle the situation 
in a business-like manner. 
We 
welcome the opportunity to tell 
the whole story.” 
Here it is as 
outlined to a reporter to the 
Herald: 
Additional School Land 
“Recognizing that the present 
school grounds are inadequate, 
we began looking around for the 
best buy we could find. We di*» 
covered that there were approx­ 
im ately 
four 
acres 
adjoining 
our property, in the greater part 
of which no taxes have 
been 
paid for 20 years. 
“We 
knew 
that 
before 
we 
could go to the voters for ap­ 
proval of its purchase w'e should 
find out if we could acquire the 
land at a reasonable figure. 
“Attorneys told us that fore­ 
closure of property and condem ­ 
nation would be necessary. 
We 
asked the State’s 
A ttorney of 
Cook County to start the neces­ 
sary legal action. 
He has done 
so. 
The property is ready for 
transfer to the school district on 
paym ent of the foreclosure costs, 
the 
back 
taxes 
and 
a 
small 
am ount for the ow ners of record. 
“These 
am ount 
to 
approxi­ 
m ately $4,500. to which will have 
to be added court costs and a t­ 
torney’s fees—not over $6,000 in 
all. 
“How'ever, 
practically 
two- 
thirds of the $4,500 will have to 
be used by the owners to pay 
the taxes and give a clear title to 
the school district. 
District 59 is 
the m ajor taxing body in that 
part of the township and the 
greater part of the 
delinquent 
tax money will come back to the 
district. 
“In order to make the bal lot, as 
short as possible and to avoid 
confusing ballot propositions, the 
proposed $12,000 bond issue was 
w rapped up into one packa^' 
and reads, ‘for the purchase' of 
land.’ 
In reality, not more than 
half of that money will be need­ 
ed for that purpose. 
Sanitary Needs 
“Nearly half of the rem aining 
$6,000 will be needed to remedy 
existing 
unsanitary 
conditions, 
w'hich. if continued, would jeop­ 
ardize the health of the children. 
“The county 
health 
depart- 
[ m cnt has condemned the seep­ 
age bed, due in part to the small 
area it covers. 
That im prove­ 


m ent is a must, even if the board 
has to issue one-year notes 
to 
make the improvement. 
Building Fund Indebtedness 
“The building fund is in the 
red $1,500. 
“Under our present 
building 
fund tax rate we cannot raise 
more 
than $2,000 a year for 
building purposes and we have 
no way of finding the $1,500 that 
is needed to pay the present in­ 
debtedness of that fund. 
“If the bond issue fails we will 
have to continually borrow m on­ 
ey at a business rate, year after 
year to keep ‘two jumps ahead of 
the sheriff. 
Playground Equipment 
“Present 
state 
law 
requires 
that a certain 
part 
of 
every 
school day be devoted to physi­ 
cal education work. We have no 
playground equipm ent, nor 
the 
ground area sufficiently needed 
for such a purpose. 
“The children are entitled to 
playground apparatus if they are 
to keep healthy bodies as well as 
minds. 
Funds rem aining 
from 
the bond issue after buying land 
and 
septic 
tank 
improvem ent 
will be used for 
that 
purpose 
and proper grading 
and 
land­ 
scaping. 
“There are many farm ers who 
would not hesitate to spend $12,- 
000 for im provements on their 
farm s for the welfare of their 
children and grandchildren. 
“Surely the 142 pupils of our 
school deserve the best in edu­ 
cation. health and advancem ent. 
That $12,000 is a small price to 
pay for the w elfare of the com­ 
ing generation. 
"The district has an assessed 
valuation of $34,000,000 and the 
additional tax per 
tax 
dollar

“M anure appeared to be 
the 
most valuable livestock product 
on many livestock farms of co­ 
operators in the Farm M anage­ 
ment Service.” 
The truth 
of 
this statem ent was impressed on 
me many times during the past 
| fall as I visited farms that had 
grown tho best corn yields d u r­ 
ing the ten years. 1936 to 1945. i 
Here are some 
suggestions 
I 
picked up last fall: 
1. Spread m anure as close a- 
head of the corn crop as you 
, can. Com is the most profitable 
! crop commonly grown 
in 
the 
corn belt. 
Corn suffers 
more 
I than most crops from shortage 
of nitrogen. 
Animal 
m anure, 
especially the liquid 
part, 
is 
rich in available nitrogen. 
2. When you buy a 
ton 
of 
tankage or soybean meal, you 
are buying about 1,500 pounds 
of nitrogen fertilizer, since about 
three-fourths of the fertility val­ 
ue of such feeds goes through 
the anim als in the form of solid 
and liquid manure. 
3. Get the best use of m anure 
by spreading it thin on a large 
area of corn ground rather than 
thick on only a few acres. 
4. SPREAD MANURE in sum- 


I mer, fall, and w inter on hay and 
pastureland 
that 
will go 
into 
coin the next spring, rather than 
on stubble ground that may not 
go into corn until two or three 
years later. 
5. On land where m anure is to 
be spread, leave a good grow lh 
I of grass so that the m anure will 
not be washed away. 
6. W henever 
possible, 
feed 
hogs and cattie on rotated pas­ 
tureland that will be plowed tor 
coin the next year. 
7. Do your w inter feeding un­ 
der sheller when possible, and 
tram p the m anure down 
with 
plenty of bedding.

I leave this m anure in the shed 
until spring and haul it

pigs for future 


On some Illinois farms many 
spring pigs have already arrived, 
but tn t bulk of them will arrive 
in March and April. Much of the 
success of the enterprise on any 
one farm will be determ ined by 
how many pigs are saved 
at 
farrowing and how well they do 
in the following eight 
weeks. 
Here’s a schedule to check some 
details 
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baled hay iii farm elevator 


1. At farrowing time, keep the, 
sow’s ration bulky, but 
don’t 
skim p on the protein. Use alfalfa 
meal and oats to add bulk. Whole 
oats are satisfactory to feed at 
this time. 
And don’t skim p too 
much on the sow’s feed after 
farrowing—the exact time 
will 
depend on num ber and size of 
pigs and the sow’s m ilking abil­ 
ity. 
Get her on a full feed with 
in two weeks if possible. 
2. GUARD AGAINST anemia. 
Make a solution of one pound 
of ferrous sulfate or copperas in 
three pints of water. Swab it on 
the sow’s udder daily. 
S tart the 
first week. 
It will supply iron 
to the pigs and may prevent the 
loss of some of the biggest pigs. 
Placing fresh sod in the 
pens 
will accomplish the same result. 
3. Mark the litters during the 
first week after farrowing. 
At 
least mark the gilts in the good 
litters to help you select your 
next group of replacem ent gilts. 
4. W atch for dam age to pigs 
and to the sow’s udder caused 
by “needle teeth.”

of figuring parity prices.

old method, used before January 
I, 1950. shows that farmers got

past year.) 
Prices of farm products aver­ 
aged above parity only one year 
between World Wars I and II. 
That was in 
the 
inflationary 
boom of 1919, when prices aver­ 
aged 111 percent of parity. Dur­ 
ing the following 20 years, 1920- 
1939, prices averaged 
only 
84 
per cent. 
During the prosperous 
1920’s, prices received by farm­ 
ers averaged only 90 per cent. 
The best year after 1919 
was 
1925. 
In that year prices aver­ 
aged 95 per cent of parity.

O miserable cities of designing 
men, 
0 wretched generation of

lightened men, 
Betrayed in the mazes of your 
ingenuities. 
Sold by the proceeds of 
your 
proper inventions; 


1 have given you hands which 
you turn from worship, 
I iiave given you 
speech, 
for 
endless palaver, 
I have given you my Law, and 
you set up commissions, 
I have given you lips, to express 
friendly sentiments, 
j I have given you hearts, for re­ 
ciprocal distrust . . . 


I In the land of the lobelias and 
tennis flannels 
The rabbit shall burrow and the 
thorn revisit, 
The nettle shall flourish on the 
gravel court, 
And the wind shall say: “Here 
were decent godless people; 
Their only monument the asphalt 
road 
And a thousand golf balls . . . ” 
Eliot has come to believe that 
there is only one way out of the 
“waste land.” He believes that 
we must choose between a pa­ 
gan society and a truly Chris­ 
tian society; there is no middle 
course. 
In referring to the non-Chris- 


| tian, “rational” civilization that 
the world is now trying to form : 
he says: “The experiment will i 
fail; but we must be very pa- 
■ tient in awaiting its 
collapse; 
meanwhile redeeming the time: 
so that the Faith may be pre­ 
served alive through the dark 
ages before us; to renew 
and 


rebuild civilization, and save the 
world from suicide.” 
I would give a great deal to 
be able to see his play 
“The 
Cocktail Party.” now playing in 
New York. 
It is his first play 
to be produced on a large com­ 
mercial scale. 
It is said one of 
the reasons people flock to see 
it is because they recognize it, 
in the sense that people always 
recognize a compelling re-state­ 
ment of the old 
and 
certain 
truths. 
His collected poems fill only a 
thin volumn. 
But they are as 
different from other 20th cen­ 
tury poetry as a comparison of 
the paintings of Rembrandt 
to 
Grandma Moses. Eliot is consid­ 
ered obscure to those who must 
read in a hurry, for it 
takes 
time and concentration to know 
the man and his writings.
